REPORT NO. 2 OF BOARD OF MISSIONS 


We, the Board of Missions, submit herewith report 
No. 2. The past year in many respects has been one of 
the most trying in the history of the Conference. Our 
Ministers and Laymen have labored under great difficulty, 
occasioned by the financial condition of the country. To 
adequately care for the field already occupied, and to answer 
calls coming to us from new fields, and to properly care for 
our Missionaries, has been no small task and tax upon your 
3oard and the Presiding Elders. There are yet a number 
of Mission points, especially in Arizona, that should be oc- 
cupied, and which must be occupied, if we properly care for 
the field committed to us. Our opportunity challenges our 
fidelity. We are much gratified with having had with us 
Dr. W. W. Pinson, General Missionary Secretary, whose 
counsel in the Board and addresses before the Conference 
have been very helpful indeed. 
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Your Board notes with pleasure that in addition to a 
good per cent collected this year on assessments, there has 
come into the hands of the General Board of Missions from 
our Conference, through the Toberman bequest, more than 
twenty-six thousand dollars ($26,000). 

Reports given by the Pastors indicate a Missionary 
spirit among our Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues, 
and a more thorough and systematic organization among 
our women. 

Your Board recommends the name of W. J. Sims for 
appointment as Conference Missionary Secretary.

- Your Board has had before it the annual communication 
of Rev. W. F. McMurry, D.D., General Secretary of the 
Board of Church Extension. 

We note with pleasure the following items: 


First. The new office building which is now being 
constructed in Louisville, Ky., and will be dedicated at the 
next annual meeting, May 6 to 9, 1916. 


_ Second. ‘This coming year has been ‘designated as the 
time for a general campaign for the increase of: our Loan 
Fund Capital. The Loan Fund at present amounts to 
$671,436.19. It is the desire and ambition ‘of the Board that 
this fund be increased to at least $1,000,000 as a result of this 
campaign. L 
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in view of this desire, we recommend that this Annual 
Cc erence take the .cllc 1g action. _ 

Resolved— . st; +. ¢ ueattiury e:derse a proposition, of 
te General Board .or a oan ‘und Day througnout the 
bouads of our (iurch, an. pledge ourselves to co-operate 
\-ith the Special Committee in making it a success. 

Second. Our preache s and Churches are urged to fall 
into line with the whole Church in giving the day designat- 
ed to the interests of Church Extension, affording the peo- 
ple an opportunity to make contributions in cash or sub- 
scription, all cash received to be remitted to the General 
Office at Louisville, Ky., and all subscriptions taken, with 
the amount subscribed and addresses, sent to the same 
place. 

Third. We recommend that contributions not otherwise 
directed, within the bounds of this Conference, become a 
part of the Conference Board Loan Funa. We also recom- 
mend that the amount contributed by the Sunday Schools 
of this Conference be added to the Sunday School Loan 
Fund. 

Fourth. We urge our Presiding Elders, preachers, lay 
leaders and Sunday school superintendents to keep this 
matter before the people, that all may be given an oppor- 
tunity to make a contribution to the Loan Fund. Litera- 
ture, charts and subscription blanks, as well as all other 
necessary printed matter, will be provided by the Board 
free of charge. 


We call attention to the Sunday school Loan Fund 
which is created by the birthday offerings of the Sunday 
schools. The records show that only five schools in the 
Los Angeles Conference joined in this campaign last year, 
and that only $49.28 was contributed to this fund. This 
showing is not good. The Church Extension Board fur- 
nishes, free of charge, birthday jars and literature. A 
postal card addressed to the Board of Church Extension, 
Louisville, Ky., is all that is necessary to secure these neces- 
sary supplies. Let every Sunday school in the bounds of our 
Conference secure and encourage the use of.the Church 
fxtension birthday jars. 

The literature of our Church Extension Board is rich 
and varied, and pastors and other-workers are encouraged 
to draw freely upon these supplies for the education of our 
people. We not that the assessment upon our Conference 
for the last year was $1110.00, of which $745.50 was paid, 
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or 74 per cent of the assessment. It is the desire of your 
Conference Board that a special effort be made this year to 
pay the Church Extension assessment in full. 

The assessment on this Conference for Church Exten- 
sion this year is $1,110.00, which is the same as last year, 
and we apportion it as last year—Los Angeles District, 
$710; Arizona District, $400.

REPORT NO. 1 OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


We, your Board, submit the following report for your 
consideration: 


There has been a growing conviction on the part of 
those who have been interested in Christian education, that 
it has been sadly neglected and often overlooked by the 
Church at large. All the General Board asks is that funds 
shall be fairly prorated as with other great enterprises. Dr. 
Anderson estimates that if an equitable division had been 
made, the Board would have received $42,000 more than it 
did receive from last year’s Conference collections. 


We have heard much the last few days of the supreme 
need of trained leadership in the Church. All has heen 
wisely said, and much more might have been said with equal 
truth; but surely there can be no efficient leadership within 
the Church and among its teachers and preachers without 
the proper emphasis being placed on the vital importance 
of Christian education. And more, there will be no intel- 
ligent following of such leadership, without an informed 
body of laymen back of their efforts. Future progress and 
success of the Church depends upon trained leadership co- 
operating with intelligent followers, in all departments of 
the Church; and that means the overwhelming importance 
of Christian education. We desire to call attention to the 
opportunities offered to both our young people seeking train- 
ing, to preachers and Christian workers, of the opportunities 
offered by our institutions of learning: .Summer schools, 
Institutes, Training schools, and Correspondence courses. 
We exhort all our pastors and Presiding Elders to keep 
them much before the attention of our people. 


. 
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We recommend that where the size, location, and equip- 
ment of the Church makes it at all feasible, the pastors en- 
deavor to carry out the suggestion of the General Board. 


We nominate Ulrich Knoch, vice R. R. Raymond, and 
L. J. Millikan, vice R. W. Gruen, as Trustees of the Cali- 
fornia Junior College. 


We make the following recommendation in regard to 
the work of our undergraduates: That the tuition of all 
undergraduates who will take the Course of Study through 
the Correspondence School be paid by the Conference 
3oard ; with the provision that anyone not taking the entire 
Course for which payment has been made, shall return to 
the Treasurer of this Board the cost of that part of the 
Course not taken. 

We nominate Rev. J. A. Ray as Conference Educational 
Secretary.

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SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD 


We, your Sunday School Board, submit the following 
report for your consideration: 

We are glad to say that there has been some advance 
along all lines in our Sunday school work this year. Our 
teachers are preparing themselves more thoroughly and our 
preachers are coming to realize more fully the urgent need 
of a more intelligent and efficient leadership on their part in 
the Sunday school work. 

We wish to express our appreciation of the presence 
in this Conference of Rev. C. P. Moore, Divisional Field 
Secretary of the Western Division, and Mrs. H. M. Hamill, 
Director of Elementary Work in the Sunday schools of 
our Church. Their able addresses and helpful suggestions 
from day to day have helped us all and have aided the 
Board in planning for the work during the coming year. 
It is our purpose to organize the two Districts at the earliest 
date possible after Conference, according to the plan outlined 
by the Executive Committee of the General Sunday school 
Board. It has also been decided to hold in each District 
an annual Sunday school Institute in connection with the 
District Conference, or at such other time as may be deemed 
most practical. 

We ask the Conference to set aside the third Sunday in 
January as Sunday School Sunday and we request all of 
our pastors to prepare and preach a special sermon that 
day on modern methods of Sunday school work. 

We have noted, with pleasure, a gratifying increase in 
the amount of Children’s Day collections. The total 
amount received is $158.98. We report $25.17 raised for the 
Hamill Memorial Fund. 

We have learned from the reports made by the preach- 
ers that one of the greatest deficiencies in the Sunday schools 
of the Conference is the lack of teacher-training classes. 

We urge all of our pastors to organize such classes at 
the earliest date possible, where such classes have not 
already been organized. . 

We wish to refer to the superiority of our Sunday school 
literature. The Visitor, The Workers Council, The Sunday 
School Magazine, The Adult Student, The Home Depart- 
ment Quarterly, are all periodicals of the highest class.

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EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD 


Your Committee on Epworth Leagues submits the fol- 
lowing report: 

There are twenty-eight Epworth Leagues in the Los 
Angeles Conference, the same number as last year. There 
are 759 members, against 787 last year. The total amount 
collected by the Leagues is’ $1,121.00, against $937 last year. 
The amount was directed as follows: Anniversary Day, 
$8.00 ; Missionary Specials, $228, and ‘“‘on assessment,” $885. 

The observance of Anniversary Day was neglected, and 
funds are very meager. We urge every pastor to see that 
the day is observed and all moneys directed as Par. 290 in 
the Discipline. 

We are glad to note the increase in the Missionary 
Specials and assessments over last year, and.insist that all 
the pastors see that all the moneys collected pass through 
the hands of the Treasurer of the Los Angeles Conference 
Epworth League. This will avoid.confusion and delays. 

The theme of the summer conventions of 1916 will be, 
“The Spiritual Life.’ Every pastor should urge his League 
to send delegates, and.also give his presence and counsel 
to the Convention. While these meetings are essentially 
for the young men and women of the Church and they 
should plan and direct:them, yet all agree that they need our 
présence, prayers and counsel. Let us plan for a still larger 
and more efficient growth and development of this most 
valuable asset of the Church of Christ. ; 

The importance of the African Special at this time 
cannot be over-estimated. Present world conditions will 
make unprecedented demands upon the funds of the Board 
of Missions, while increasing the difficulty of securing the 
full amount of income of the Board. The: Epworth Leagues 
are charged with the support, enlargement, and reinforce- 
ment of the Congo Mission, and we bespeak for them the 
hearty aid and earnest prayers of our pastors and people 
for the success of this fund. oni 

As it appears from the statistics that there are Leagues 
in but two-thirds of our pastoral charges, we urge our 
pastors to make an earnest effort to carry out the provision 
of the discipline that requires Leagues to be organized in 
all our churches.

We urge upon all our people the 
necessity of the election to offce of men and women who 
will enforce the laws without fear or favor, and the necessity 
of nominating and electing such men and women to office at 
all times. 

We congratulate our people in Arizona upon their suc- 
cess in winning State-wide prohibition through Constitu- 
tional amendment, since the last session of our Conference.

Resolved, That, since the M. E. Church South has 
throughout her existence been a constant and consistent 
advocate of full fraternity and fair federation, we recom- 
mend that the Presiding Elder of the Los Angeles District— 
our only District in California—be requested to designate 
three ministers and three laymen to represent this Con- 
ference in the California Church Federation.

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MEMOIRS 


REV. J. H. GRIFFIN 


Rev. J. H. Griffin was born in the State of Arkansas, July 
22, 1876, and passed from this life- August 12, 1915. He was 
permitted to begin life well, under the guidance of pious 
parents and in the general atmosphere of a religious home. 
He gave his heart to the Saviour early in life. He entered 
Hendrix College, Conway, Ark., where he did the prepara- 
tory school work before entering the active work of the min- 
istry. He was married to Miss Lillie Keith’ October 31} 
1900. She survives him. Of the union there are three little 
daughters, Marie, Ruth and Dorothy, and one son, Keith. 
He felt that God had called him to be a preacher of the 
Word. There was no stammer of uncertainty in his mes- 
sage. Sin, guilt, the need of redemption, Christ the re- 
deemer, repentance, regeneration, the office and work of the 
Holy Spirit, the Deity of Christ, the Bible teaching touching 
the resurrection and eternal life, were subjects that gripped 
him and which he sought to present in the most helpful way. 
He was admitted into the White River Conference in 1900. 
After having served as pastor in that Conference for a few 
years he was transferred to the North Texas Conference, 
where he served the following charges: Collinsville, Oak- 
lawn-Dallas, Paris and Clarksville, from which latter place 
he was transferred last October to the Los Angeles Con- 
ference and stationed at Long Beach, where he was per- 
mitted to serve for but nine months. Yet his life and work 
have left a deep impression on the congregation served by 
him, as well as on the city at large, where he is thought 
of as one who lived and worked to rebuke evil of every kind 
and to promote righteousness and peace among men. He 
tried to do an honest day’s work in his own natural way. 
In the thought of his mind and the experience of his heart 
Christianity was the unfathomable sea that never shrunk as 
the soul dipped into it with its deep cravings, and the in- 
tellect unfolded for the higher reaches of thought; and, like 
the pillar of fire ever in advance of man’s faculties, it gave 
the clearest and most ennobling understanding of life and 
its mission. Having walked with his Master, his presence 
breathed forth the spirit of the other world and his face was 
set to come to the city above. 

He read helpful books, but the Bible he studied prayer- 
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fully, honestly, earnestly, that he might be furnished, as 
the messenger of God, to speak with authority and power. 
As a pastor he was diligent and sympathetic, striving to 
know the approaches to the heart that he might win men to 
Christ.

All of our pastors 
who could do so attended these services which were held 
in our Long Beach Church, Tuesday, August 17th, after 
which his body was laid to rest in the beautiful cemetery 
there. We extend the sincere sympathy of the Conference 
to the family. We look forward to the meeting in the 
Homeland.

Conference Convened.—At 2:15 p. m. Wednesday, Octo- 
ber 11, 1916, Bishop Walter R. Lambuth, D.D., convened 
the Forty-seventh session of the Los Angeles Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in our 
Bethel Church, Phoenix, Arizona. The Bishop announced 
and the Conference joined in singing the hymn: “All Hail 
the Power of Jesus’ Name,” and the Bishop then led in 
prayer. The hymn: “O for a Thousand Tongues to Sing,” 
was sung and Rev. A. J. Lamar, D.D., one of our Publishing 
Agents, led in prayer. Bishop Lambuth then read 1 Col., 
first chapter, “The Pre-eminence of Christ,’ and Rev. A. W. 
Adkinson, D.D., Superintendent of the Arizona Mission 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, led in 
prayer.

Post Graduate Course—On motion of C. C. Selecman the 
Board of Education was asked to take under consideration 
a plan whereby the Post Graduate Reading Course, sug- 
gested by the College of Bishops, may be circulated. 


Extra Session—By unanimous consent the Conference 
agreed that on adjourning this session it be to meet at 
2 p. m. today. 


Extension of Time—On motion of W. J. Sims the time 
was extended to allow the reading of a Resolution. 
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Resolution on Methodist Union—A Resolution on Meth- 
odist Union was read by W. J. Sims, and, after brief dis- 
cussion, was adopted.

OFFICIAL REPORTS 


MEMOIR 


Rev. Christopher C. Thompson, son of Granville and 
Rebecca M. Pauley Thompson, was born in Virginia April 
8, 1858. His parents being devout Christians, he grew up 
under spiritual influences that made deep and lasting im- 
pression upon his life. He often remarked that he could 
not recall the time when he did not wish to be a Christian. 

At the early age of four years he had a place for secret 
prayer in a grove near his home, which place he held sacred 
all through life, and whenever visiting this childhood home 
in all the years following, it was his custom to visit this 
place of his heart’s early devotion, where, as he testified, 
the Lord always refreshed him in a most wondrous manner. 

There were few schools in the section of the state where 
he lived, and the opportunity for mental training was far 
from what it now is. Yet he went out and worked, and, 
though the wages were meager, he spent the larger part 
for books which he diligently read and reread that he might 
prepare for a larger life. 

He felt with his whole heart that God had truly called 
him into the ministry of the Word. In 1884 he was ad- 
mitted on trial into the traveling connection of the Western 
Virginia Conference and was appointed to Charleston 
circuit. 

He was ordained deacon at Charleston, West Virginia, 
Oci~ 17,1886, by Bishop *W."W.) Duncan.» He served the 
Elizabeth circuit 1886-7, Grayson station, Kentucky, 1888-9. 

He was ordained Elder by Bishop Wilson September 8, 
1889, at Catletsburg, Kentucky. 

In 1890 he was transferred to the Denver Conference 
and stationed at Walsenberg. He returned at the close of 
that year to the Western Virginia Conference and was 
stationed at Huntington, West Virginia. 

In 1892 he was transferred to the West Texas Conference 
and stationed at Uvalde. From here he was transferred 
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to the Western North Carolina Conference where he served 
charges in Asheville, Rutherfordton and Lenoir, North 
Carolina. 

In 1904 he was transferred to the Pacific Conference and 
stationed at Sacramento, from which place he was sent to 
Ukiah, where he remained three years, and then was sent 
to Merced; spending but one year at this place he was 
transferred to the Southwest Missouri Conference and was 
stationed at Swope Park in Kansas City, Mo., where he 
spent four years, during which time a parsonage was com- 
pleted and a new church edifice begun. 

In 1912 he was transferred to the Los Angeles Confer- 
ence and stationed at Pomona, California, at the end of 
one year he was appointed to Park Place Church, San 
Diego, California, to begin what seemed to promise a most 
helpful and pleasant pastorate. But only a few months 
had gone by when his health began to fail. Through the 
year of untold pain he held on longing and striving to be 
well again that he might be about the Master’s work, even 
rendering more efficient service than ever before. At our 
Conference session, Oct., 1914, he asked for, and the super- 
annuate relation was granted him. 

The best medical aid that could be secured was employed, 
but the baffling malady could not be arrested. From his 
bed of suffering and the wheel chair in which he sometimes 
was rolled about as the weary months went by, he most 
earnestly preached to and exhorted those who visited him 
with a fervency of spirit and a deep solicitude which showed 
that above all else he desired the spiritual welfare of all. 
The writer visited him often and heard him say repeatedly 
“Whatever will bring more glory to Thee, O Heavenly 
Father, suffering, pain, sickness, health, life or death. This 
I would have to be my will.” 

After a surgical operation performed in San Diego, Cali- 
fornia, he fell asleep Sunday morning, March 12, 1916, and 
begun life afresh where Sabbaths never end. The funeral 
services were held in the Park Place Methodist Church, 
San Diego, California, where a host of those who loved 
him, to whom he administered, and who had ministered 
to him so tenderly through all his days of suffering, had 
gathered. 

At his own request the services were conducted by his 
Presiding Elder and Rev. C. Raymond Gray. His body was 
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laid to rest in beautiful Inglewood Cemetery, Los Angeles, 
California, in the presence of many of his brethren in the 
ministry and his personal friends. The burial service was 
read by Revs. C..P. Moore and J. T. French. 

Brother Thompson was married in 1881 to Miss Victoria 
Artrip, of West Virginia. To this union four children 
were born, all of whom died in infancy but one son who 
survives—Dr. Joseph Kk. Thompson. His wife died in 1890. 
In 1893 he was married to Miss Ella McClure of Missouri. 
To this union one child was born—Mary Mildred, who 
died in infancy. 

The surviving wife and son are assured of the sympathy 
of the members of our Conference. 

Brother Thompson was a strong and fearless preacher 
of the gospel, with his own peculiar way of arranging and 
delivering his sermons, which were preached in demonstra- 
tion of the spirit and with striking effect. In a most devout, 
earnest and painstaking way he read first the Bible, then 
great books, and in the same spirit prepared and delivered 
his sermons. There was nothing of the light and frivolous 
about his work—all was wrought out as seeing Him who 
is invisible, and manifestly with a deep sense of His divine 
presence. He was genuinely converted, delighted to tes- 
tify that God’s spirit witnessed with his own that he was 
born of God. It was the supreme joy of his life to preach 
on the great Bible themes. The awful fact of sin, the 
all-atoning blood, the Christ who saves, to the uttermost 
and can not fail; and in the strength of these mighty truths, 
with his faith in the Christ, he lived a life not of earth, 
suffered with a fortitude of colossal Christian proportions, 
and experienced a victory masterful and complete. We can 
but think of him alive—not dead.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF MISSIONS 


We, your committee, submit the following report: 

Resolved: 1. That we hereby pledge ourselves to raise 
the missionary assessments as early in the Conference year 
as possible. 

2. That the Presiding Elders be and they are hereby re- 
quested to call a meeting of the pastors and laymen and 
representatives of the Woman’s Missionary Society as soon 
after the session of the Annual Conference as they, in each 
District, may judge best, and that work of Conference Mis- 
sions, together with that of our mission field abroad, and 
with special reference to lay activities, be considered; and 
that in these institutes plans for the collection of missionary 
assessments be suggested to the charges. 

3. That we urge Official Boards and pastors to apply all 
the collections in the Sunday Schools for Missions, where 
at all possible, as SPECIALS, and not as raised for missions 
“on assessment ;” thus following the plain intent of the law, 
and giving encouragement to the Sunday Schools in their 
missionary work. (See paragraph 264 of Discipline.) 

4. That Presiding Elders and pastors see that the mis- 
sionar ycommittee be appointed in each charge eduring the 
first quarter, and that the Every Member canvass be made. 

We heartily recommend and urge TITHING throughout 
our entire membership in recognition of God’s ownership. 

The presence and counsel, in our Board meeting, of Dr. 
Ed. F. Cook, Foreign Missionary Secretary, were greatly 
appreciated ; and we feel sure his lectures on missions have 
been a source of inspiration and renewed energy to us all. 

Reports turned in by pastors indicate a missionary spirit 
in the Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues which is 
commendable. 

We note that about 80 per cent of the Home and Confer- 
ence Assessments, and about 58 per cent of the Foreign 
Missionary Assessment, has been raised during the 
past year as shown by the Treasurer’s report. 

We recommend that Rev. L. J. Millikan be appointed 
Conference Missionary Secretary.

REPORT OF BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION 


Dear Brethren: We are cheered by the information that 
the total receipts for Church Extension for the year closing 
March 31, 1916, amounted to $571,107, which was an increase 
over the preceding year of $175,308. 

In accordance with the request of the General Board of 
Church Extension, a loose leaf book has been prepared for 
your Conference Board, giving the name, date, and the 
amount of each Church Extension grant, from the beginning 
of Church Extension work within the bounds of this Con- 
ference. 

The assessment on the Los Angeles Conference is the 
same as last year’s $1,110 (Los Angeles District, $710.00; 
Arizona District, $400.00.) Last year our Conference paid 
$745.50, or 67 per cent of this assessment. The per capita 
payment on Church Extension in the Los Angeles Confer- 
ence was 14 cents. 

Your loan fund capital is now $273,82, of which amount 
$200 is loaned to Liberty Church, Arizona. 
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We are grieved to know that only four Sunday Schcols 
in the Los Angeles Conference made contributions to the 
Sunday School loan fund, last year. These Sunday Schools 
contributed $29.33. We recommend that every pastor urge 
his Sunday School superintendent tu secure a Sunday School 
loan fund jar for birthday offering next year. These will be 
furnished free of charge by the Church Extension office. 

We note with pleasure that a committee on architecture 
tas been appointed by our General Board, consisting of Mr. 
T. L. Jefferson, Rev..J. A. Baylor, and Rev. W. F. McMurry. 
In the interest of better church architecture we recommend 
that any congregation which contemplates the erection of 
a church, submit its architectural plans to this committee. 

Our new office building at Louisville, Ky., is substantial 
and comm< dious. We are gratified that this great Board is 
now properly housed and equipped for doing its work.

REPORT NO. 1 OF BOARD OF EDUCATION 


The Church of God has never been confronted by greater 
needs for trained leadership than today, and Christian educa- 
tion at its best can only be secured at Christian schools. We 
are glad to be able to report that cur great church is thor- 
oughly alive to this situation and sends to us through the 
General‘ Board of Education, and the Educational ‘'Commis- 
sion, messages both of admonition and good cheer. 

A little over two years ago our church was face to face 
with the fact that we were without an institution of real 
university grade. At the expiration of two years we have 
east of the Mississippi Emory University, with assets val- 
ued at $3,000,000, and had last year, the first year of its 
school work, an enrollment of 761 students; an on this side 
of the Mississippi the Southern Methodist University, lo- 
cated at Dallas, Texas, with assets valued at $2,650,000, and 
had last year a total enrollment of 751 students, 

We have a large number of grade institutions of learning, 
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all of which are filling in their measure of need of the stu- 
dents under their care. 

The crying need of all of our institutions of learning is for 
larger financial help. The collections from our Conference 
this year are disappointing. On an assessment of $700 we 
have collected only $310.50. 

We urge upon all of our pastors that at least a square deal 
be given to the assessment for education and that when a 
deficiency occurs on any charge that the claims for educa- 
tion be at least prorated with the other interests. 

Believing that taking the Correspondence Course, is the 
best way for our undergraduates to complete their work, we 
recommend that the tuition of these brethren be paid by 
our Conference Board of Education with the provision that 
anyone not taking the entire course of study for which pay- 
ment has been made shall return to our Conference Teller 
the cost of that part of the course not taken. 

The assessment for the General Board is $352, and we 
recommend that to this be added $148 for the Conference 
Board and $200 for the Ministerial Loan Fund of the South- 
ern Methodist University, Dallas, Texas, making a total 
assessment for education of $700, and this apportioned as 
last year, gives $459.00 to the Los Angeles District, and 
$241.00 to the Arizona District. 

We recommend the appointment of J. F. Hedgpeth to be 
Conference Educational Secretary.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD 


Dear Fathers and Brethren: Your Conference Board is 
glad to note the very gratifying advance in the Sunday 
School cause throughout the Connection. This Board re- 
ports that we have had the largest gain in any single year 
of our history. Their reports show that a gain of 217,000 
has been made in the first two years of the quadrennium, 
for -which a goal of 300,000 has been set. This indicates 
that twice the amount of this goal may be realized. 

Whereas, the General Sunday School Board of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, holds in -its possession $50,- 
000.00 which was raised in our Sunday Schools for the en- 
dowment of a chair of Sunday School Pedagogy for the 
training of preachers and workers of our church; and, 

Whereas, the General Sunday Schocl Board has agreed 
to turn over one-half of this amount (the other half go- 
ing to Emory University) to the School of Theology of 
the Southern Methodist University, on condition that an 
additional $35,000.00 be raised for the Endowment of a 
chair of ‘Sunday School Pedagogy; and, : 

Whereas, Dr. E. B. Chappell, our Sunday School Editor, 
has endorsed the plan proposed by the Trustees of the 
Southern Methodist University to raise the additional 
amount required and has agreed to make use of the Sunday 
School publications of the church in order to lay this im- 
portant interest on the hearts of our people; therefore, 

Be it Resolved, First, that we co-operate in this under- 
taking by naming the second Sunday in March (or some 
Sunday as near thereto as practicable), “Religious Educa- 
tion Day;” agreeing on the above named Sunday to call 
special attention in all our Sunday Schools to this En- 
dowment Fund and to take a special offering. 
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Resolved, Second, That we call upon our pastors to preach 
special sermons on Religious Education on the Sunday 
named, and to ask our congregations to allow the regular 
open offering on said day to go to the endowment of this 
department in the Southern Methodist University. 


It is understood that all monies raised for this fund are 
to be sent to the Conference Teller and by him sent to 
Frank Reedy, Bursar, Southern Methodist University, Dal- 
las. Texas: 

The report of the General Board of Church Extension 
that only four Birthday offerings were made last year in the 
Los Angeles Conference is the ground for a fear that offer- 
ings of this kind have been misdirected. We therefore urge 
that immediately upon the receipt of such offering the pastor 
forward it to the Conference Teller. 

Believing that the rise of new Societies is often the 
result of the organization of Sunday Schools, we urge that 
every pastor be alive to opportunities of organizing Sunday 
Schools in every desirable place. 

As no School can reach its highest state of efficiency 
until it has been thoroughly graded we most emphatically 
appeal to all our workers that the Schools under their care 
be graded as thoroughly as circumstances will permit. 
We heartily recommend that the Graded Lessons be intro- 
duced at least up to or through the Intermediate Grades. 


There is little question as to the benefit to be derived 
from the observance of Special Days in the Sunday School: 
we ask therefore that such days as Children’s Day, Rally 
Day and Decision Day be appropriately kept. 

There is such a discrepancy between the amount re- 
ported last year for Children’s Day collections and the 
amount received by the General Board that we feel impelled 
to urge the use of some system that will make such mis- 
takes unlikely or impossible. 

There is in our Sunday Schools a growing interest in 
the great cause of Missions and we earnestly hope that 
more and more our leaders will be brought to realize that 
the direction of the Discipline in the matter of missionary 
offerings shall be strictly adhered to. We believe that the 
appointment of a Missionary Treasurer in the Sunday 
School will in many cases remedy the loss of our Mission- 
ary offering. 

It gives us great pleasure to commend in the highest 
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terms the work of our Division Field Secretary for this 
territory, and assure the General Board that the labors of 
Rev. C. P. Moore have been most profitable to our work 
in this Division.

An intelligent study of Mis- 
sions in connection with the organized movement in and 
for Africa will create sympathy and will provoke responses 
in both money and workers. It is from the Epworth 
League that we may expect increased number of recruits. 

The fact that there was a gain of 9013 members in 1915 
shows that the young people are recruiting. $100,979.39 
was the total spent by them last year. This is by far the 
least part of the League work. There is no way to esti- 
mate the value of consecrated lives and spiritual quicken- 
ing received by individuals and local chapters.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON HOSPITAL 


To the Bishop and Members of the Los Angeles Annual 
Conference in session, Phoenix, Arizona, October 11th to 
16th, 1916. 

We, your committee, appointed to confer with a like com- 
mittee from the Methodist Episcopal Church touching hos- 
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pital work in Arizona, and especially in Phoenix, submit the 
following report: 


1. The climatic conditions of this section constitute noth- 
ing less than a Mecca for health-seekers; a natural sani- 
torium. These conditions bring to our midst scores of men 
and women each season, and when they arrive it is to find 
inadequate accommodations in the way of hospitals. Many 
of these persons are suffering from tuberculosis, and it is 
often that they are refused rooms in the homes of even 
those who keep roomers, and find the doors closed against 
them. 

These patients living in public places or houses that will 
he occupied after they have removed jeopardize the health 
of those who follow after them. The tax, therefore, on the 
city of Phoenix and the section of country near by is tre- 
mendous. 

2. We find that there is no general City Hospital. There 
is no General County Hospital. The County Tubercular 
Hospital is for men only. 


3. We find that the Methodist Episcopal Church is now 
and has been for the past three years operating a hospital 
in the city of Phoenix, which is known as the Arizona Dea- 
coness Hospital. This work is being done in a hired house 
that costs $100 per month rent. They have 18 beds, and 
they have managed to make the institution largely self- 
supporting to date, with a small margin. The demands for 
larger service in hospital work led them to propose to the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, a federation or co- 
operation in this most commendable work. We find that 
they have a Financial Agent now in the field securing funds 
with which to erect one large building, the first of a group 
of buildings that will finally be built. 

After conference with the representatives of that church, 
we have reached the following conclusions, which we bring 
to you for recommendation: 


Resolved; First, That since the Arizona District owns a 
block of land at the corner of Tenth street and McDowell 
Road which is an ideal location for a hospital, and which 
is large enough for the growth of an institution such as we 
are looking to, and which is satisfactory to the M. E. Church 
for this work, that this Conference looks with approval 
upon this proposed federation or union of the two churches 
in the hospital, and that we respectfully request the District 
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Conference of the Arizona District and the trustees thereof 
to enter a contract with the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
placing deed and contract in escrow, pending the negotia- 
tions of the two churches looking to the reorganization of 
be effected, then that the trustees of said property be au- 
thorized to deed to the new corporation the property. 
Should such a re-organization not be effected, then the 
Methodist Episcopal Church shall pay to the Arizona Dis- 
trict the sum on which the said trustees and the said 
Hospital Board shall agree. 
Second, We commend this work to our people, we pledge 
support, and ask our pastors to open their pulpits to the 
representatives as they shall desire. 
Third, That we hail with thanksgiving the privilege of 
co-operating in this most helpful service, and especially 
with our sister church, and trust that as we go forth in the 
sacrificing service for others, we shall be drawn to each 
other, and that as we thus journey together in service, our 
hearts may burn within us, and He shall be made known 
to us, anew.

REPORT OF BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


Dear Fathers and Brethren:—We, your Board, submit 
the following report: 

Resolved : 1—That we hereby pledge anon Vie to raise 
the Mi esionary assessments as early in the Conference year 
as possible: 

2.—That the Presiding Elders be and they are hereby 
requested to call a meeting of pastors and laymen and rep- 
resentatives of the Woman’s Missionary Societies and of 
the Epworth Leagues as soon after the session of the an- 
nual Conference as they, in each District, may judge best, 
and that work of Conference Missions, together with that 
of our Mission fields abroad, and with special reference to 
lay activities, be considered; and that in these institutes 
plans for collection of Missionary assessments be suggested 
to the charges. 

3.—That we urge official Boards and pastors to apply all 
collections raised in the Sunday Schools for Missions, as 
SPECIALS, where at all possible, and not “on assessment,” 
thus following the plain intent of the law, and giving en- 
couragement to the Sunday Schools in their Missionary 
work. ((See paragraph 264 of Discipline). 

4—That Presiding Elders and Pastors see that the Mis- 
sionary Committee be appointed in each charge during the 
first quarter, and that the “every member” canvass be 
made. 

We heartily recommend, and urge TITHING through- 
out our entire membership in recognition of God’s owner- 
ship. 

We note the percentage raised on assessments for Mis- 
sions for the year just closing as follows: 
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Foreign Missions, about 85%. Home and Conference. 
Missions, about 82%. Sunday School Special for Missions,. 
$192.00.

REPORT OF BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 


Dear Brethren:—The past year has been the best of the 
quadrennium in point of collections, as in many other ways. 
The amount collected was $648,206, or an increase over the 
previous year of $77,100. Our General Conference at its 
last session imposed upon the Church Extension Board 
the duty of increasing the Loan fund to One Million Dollars 
by the next General Conference, and so great has been the 
success of the efforts of the Board, that only $23,538 is lack- 
ing to meet the expectations of the general church on the 
Loan .fund. 

The Loan fund capital of our Conference Board is so 
small that it is not of very great help; yet it has been of ben- 
efit to some of our needy Charges each year. There are 
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many opportunities to help, but the amount available is not 
what it should be. 

The contributions of the Sunday schools to the Loan 
fund have increased the past year slightly throughout the 
Connection, while the contributions from the Sunday 
schools of our Conference are much more than last year. 
For the year ending March 31 last, eleven schools contrib- 
uted to the Loan fund the sum of $95.02. The previous year 
only four Sunday schools in our Conference contributed to 
this fund, the sum being $29.33. Every Sunday school in 
the Conference should be represented by a contribution -to 
this fund the coming year. The Sunday school birthday 
offerings go to the Loan fund, when not diverted to other 
purposes—as they too often are. 

Our Board_has been of much assistance to many Charges 
in the matter of furnishing plans and general information to 
those planning to build new houses of worship, or additions 
to the same- Those contemplating such improvements 
would do well to correspond with the Secretary of our Gen- 
eral Board at Louisville for such suggestions and informa- 
tion, which will be furnished gratis. 

Much valuable literature is issued free of charge to be 
sent to pastors, Sunday school and Epworth League work- 
ers upon application to the Secretary of the Board of Church 
Extension at Louisville, Kentucky. 

Considering the great need for help to the churches and 
parsonages in many of our Charges, and the small amount 
of money coming to your Conference Board with which 
to extend such needed aid, we recommend that in addition 
to the assessment made by the General Board each year, 
only half of which is administered by our Conference Board, 
an additional assessment of five ce..ts per member | 
upon each Charge for the Church Extension Loan fund of 
our own Conference. This amount, while not large nor bur- 
censome, would be the beginning of better things for our 
people. It would be administered by our General Board on 
the order of our Conference Board entirely; no part of it 
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being used outside the bounds of our own Conference. It 
‘would begin to educate our people to self-help, instead of 
looking so much to the outside agencies and influences for 
what they could do themselves, and they would be the hap- 
pier and more religious for doing it. Such an assessment 
is authorized by our Discipline; Paragraph 442, Article X. 
It is intended to educate our people along better and more 
generous lines, and we feel that it is a step in the right 
direction and will be greatly beneficial to our Church in this 
section. 

The assessment on your Conference is the same as last 
year, $1110.00. Your Conference paid on this assessment 
last year, $772.90, or 69 per cent of the assessment. It may 
be interesting for you to know that the per capita payment 
on the Church Extension assessment in your Conference 
is 15 cents. We apportion this as follows:—Los Angeles 
District, $710; Arizona District, $400.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 


Your Board is glad to report the best year, in the opinion 
of the Corresponding Secretary of the General Board, in the 
history of our Sunday School work. The increase in the 
net gain in circulation of our literature is unusually gratify- 
ing, since, under unsettled conditions, we should not have 
been discouraged if a net decrease had been shown. Be- 
sides the periodicals which show some decrease as well as 
those which show the largest increase in circulation, indi- 
cate a keener appreciation on the part of our schools of the 
modern treatment of lessons. Graded literature for all 
grades has shown marked increase and the Workers’ Coun- 
cil has come rapidly into a place of prominence. 
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We heartily approve of the arrangement by which a mag- 
azine for Graded Lessons is issued jointly with the M.- E. 
Church, giving each branch of Methodism a better Hand- 
book for Graded Workers than either could have furnished. 
We are in accord with the plan to adopt the uniform lesson 
treatment to various grades and believe that in schools 
where the graded work is not practicable, this new litera- 
ture will prove a blessing. 


It is gratifying to note the interest of our schools in Red 
Cross, Armenian, and other forms of relief work at home 
_and abroad. We urge upon the schools of our Conference, 
hearty co-operation in our government’s plea for Red Cross 
and other work for our own soldiers. 


We are happy to know that our own Editor, Dr. E. B. 
Chappell, has been entrusted with working out a plan of 
campaign for the co-operation of our schools in war relief 
work along certain lines of patriotic service, especially Red 
. Cross and Food Conservation propaganda. We are con- 
vinced that this is the supreme opportunity for the Sunday 
school leaders of our nation to inculcate the true spirit of 
patriotism, (through habits of economy, self-denial and self- 
control, qualities that are too much lacking) into the lives 
of a generation at its most impressionable age. Therefore 
we urge the use of the opening exercises, outlines of special 
supplemental lesson instruction, leaflets, wall charts, etc., 
which are soon to be published and furnished free to all 
pastors and Sunday school workers. These may be secured 
by applying to the United States Food Administration, De- 
partment of Co-operating Organizations, 1000 Vermont 
avenue, Washington, D. C.

The reports of pastors indicate marked improvement in 
Sunday school efficiency and number of pupils enrolled. 

We urge a more general observation of Children’s Day, 
with more intelligent emphasis upon the offering. We 
should also be more faithful in putting the birthday jar be- 
fore the schools. 
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We are pleased that the General Board continued the 
provision for Divisional Field Secretaries and believe that 
this work is necessary in the forward movement of our 
Sunday school work.

REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE BOARD 
OF EDUCATION. 

Among the many great ideals endangered in this hour of 
stress and uncertainty, none stands in graver peril than the 
ideals of Christian training. In an excess of false and mis- 
applied patriotism, many of our schools are being emptied 
of their students for government service. While we are 
glad of every mark of heroic self-secrifice on the part of any 
_ for the land we love, nevertheless, we feel it incumbent on 
us, following the leadership and suggestion of our great 
teachers and students, to remind the church that nothing 
‘can take the place of trained leadership, and that the pres- 
ent crisis and what may follow after will make the so much 
greater demand for trained and devout leadership. 

Our General Board of Education and our Educational 
Commission request that the pastors do not allow this great 
cause to suffer. 

The reports for the year throughout the Church show 
that our great connectional institutions at Dallas and At- 
lanta are doing remarkable work and are making themselves 
felt, both in the world of learning and of the church, as the 
communication from Bishop Candler, read to the Confer- 
ence but recently will show. 

We urge all our undergraduates to take the Reading 
Course from the Correspondence school and we recommend 
that the tuition of these brethren be paid by the Conference 
Board when they are unable so to do, provided that any 
one not taking the entire course shall return to the Board 
the amount due for courses not taken. - 
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We recommend the continuation of the Preachers’ Insti- 
tute and commend the committee for the splendid talent 
secured this year for that work and we recommend that the 
same committee be continued, viz: C. C. Selecman, C. R. 
Gray, and D. Scarborough. 

We call attention to the recommendation of the General 
Board that Vocation Day be observed in all the churches, 
material for which will be supplied by the Board. 

The assessment from the General Board is the same as 
last year, viz: $352, to which is added the assessment for 
the Conference Board of $148, and for the Ministerial Loan 
Fund of the S. M. U- at Dallas, amounting to $200, making 
a total of $700 which we recommend shall be divided as fol- 
lows: Los Angeles District, $420, and Arizona District, 
$280.

AND PERIODICALS. 


We submit for your consideration the following report: 

First :—We note with pleasure that in spite of the perplex- 
ities growing out of the constant advance in the price of 
materials used in the manufacture of the prodttcts of the 
publishing house, that our publishing agents are able to 
report a prosperous year, their financial report showing a 
net gain of $144,509.82, which, after deducting certain sub- 
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sidies and donations, has added a net balance to the capi- 
_tal of the Publishing House of $97,474.58, which makes the 
net assets reported for the year of $1,646,224.09. 

We note with pleasure the continued enlargement of the 
circulation of our Sunday school literature and that a very 
large percentage of this increase has been the sale of the 
graded Sunday school lessons. We note that the Methodist 
Quarterly Review now has a circulation of 3100 subscrib- 
-ers, which we understand has caused the Review to be pub. 
lished at a considerable loss. We heartily approve of the 
editorial policy of the Book Editor, Rev. H. M. DuBose, 
D. D., and desire to express our appreciation both of the lit- 
erary character and the religious standard of the articles 
selected for publication, and our great pleasure in having’ 
him as a visitor at our Conference. We regret to learn tha 
only about fifty per cent of the preachers in our Connectios 
are now subscribers to the Methodist Quarterly Review, 
and we earnestly urge all of the members of the Los An- 
geles Conference who are not already subscribers to sub- 
scribe if it is possible... We desire to again express our ap 
preciation of the Christian Advocate as a religious and fam- 
ily paper, and urge our preachers to use their utmost en- 
deavor to secure its circulation in the homes of all. our 
people. 

We urge the continued and loyal support of our own Pub- 
lishing House and the prompt payment by our people of all 
accounts due them. We desire to call our people’s attention 
to the growing list of good books now being published by 
our Publishing House, especially those mentioned by Dr. 
DuBose in his address on Publishing House interests. 

Realizing’ the necessity for a Church paper on the Pacific 
Coast, both for the benefit of our Church members and for 
the purpose of bringing our Church and its work to the at- 
tention of the outside world, we most emphatically express 
our conviction and desire that the Pacific Methodist Advo- 
cate be continued as the official organ of the Church in the 
far West for another quadrennium, under proper editorial 
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direction and efficient business management. To this end 
we respectfully request that the General Conference make 
such an appropriation to the support of the Pacific Metho- 
dist Advocate, as will make possible the circulation of a 
paper that will meet the needs of its patrons.

MEMORIALS TO GENERAL CONFERENCE. 
The Los Angeles Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, respectfully memoralize the Gen- 
eral Conference at its meeting in Atlanta, Georgia, during 
May 1918, to enact the following legislation: 
1—To change 194, of the Discipline by inserting after 
the words, “have been lost sight of for twelve months,” 
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the words “or who have neglected, for twelve months, to 
attend upon the ordinances of the church and support: its 
‘institutions,’ so that the paragraph shall read: 

“The roll of members shall be called at every meeting, 
unless otherwise ordered, and the Conference may strike 
off the name of any who, on account of removal or other 
cause, have been lost sight of for twelve months, or who 
have neglected for twelve months to attend upon the 
ordinances of the Church and support its institutions; pro- 
vided, however, that if such member appear and claim mem- 
‘ bership he may be restored by a vote of the meeting.” 

2.—To change Paragraph 103 of the Discipline by elimi- 
nating that section of the paragraph beginning with the 
words, “and provided, further, that he shall not allow,” and 
ending with the words, “teachers of seminaries under our 
superintendency.” Also the words “for a longer time than 
four years,” in the clause to appoint a preacher for a longer 
time than four years to any seminary of learning not under 
our care.” So that the whole paragraph shall read: 

“To fix the appointments of the preachers in the Annual 
Conference, provided, that he shall announce to the open 
Cabinet before the Minute Question answering the appoint- 
ments of the preachers is officially announced, all the ap- 
pointments made by him except those made during the in- 
terim of the sessions of an Annual Conference; and when 
requested by an Annual Conference to appoint a preacher 
to any seminary of learning not under our care; also a Sun- 
day School Field Secretary to travel within the bounds of 
such Conference for the purpose of establishing and aiding 
Sunday Schools; and.an agent or agents for the benefit of 
our literary and benevolent institutions; a general colport- 
age agent or general colporter and the editor of Annual 
Conference organs. A Bishop may appoint a preacher on 
trial, or a member of an Annual Conference to engage in 
temporary work, or as Secretary of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, or as a student in any of our institu- 
tions of learning, or in any university for strictly university 
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work, when requested to do so by the Annual Conference; 
provided, however, that the time thus spent in school shall 
not count on the time required for trial in the Annual Con- 
ference.” 

3—The Bishops shall be annually appointed by consti- 
tuted authority to well defined districts and each Bishop 
shall reside within the bounds of the district to which he 
has been appointed: 

Bishops may be elected for particular foreign fields. 


RESOLUTIONS. 


Inasmuch as the New Mexico Conference has passed rest 
lutions requesting the College of Bishops in their mid-year 
meeting to inaugurate a movement to raise at least $100,- 
000 to provide for the religious needs of our soldiers in 
camps and cantonments, calling attention to the fact that 
over two-thirds of the drafted men will be trained in the 
South, therefore be it 

Resolved, that we hereby endorse and emphasize this 
action looking to the raising of this important fund, and 
suggest that the committee on Chaplains already provided 
by the College of Bishops be authorized to take up this 
large work. 

Be it further resolved, that the chairman of the above 
mentioned Committe on Chaplains, together with the Secre- 
tary of the Home Mission Department and the Secretary 
of Church Extension, be requested to devote themselves as 
far as possible to raising and administering this fund of 

. $100,000, and to the task of providing chaplains, evangelists 
and pastoral supervision for camps and cantonments. 

Be in further resolved, that a roll of honor be provided in 
each church containing the names of all who have enlisted 
from our churches, Sunday Schools, Epworth Leagues and 
other societies of the church, and that frequent mention be 
made in our prayers, public and private, for the moral and 

* physical welfare of our soldiers. 
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Be it further resolved, that while we are praying for a 
righteous, just and abiding peace, we call upon all our 
pastors and laymen for loyalty to our president, our nation 
and our common humanity, and that we encourage no soft 
expressions of pacificism in the face of the frowning ap- 
proach of autocracy, militarism and cruelty. We are Bane 
ing to make the world safe for democracy. 

Be it further resolved, that in view of the present crisis 
in the world’s food supply, and inasmuch as Mr. Herbert 
C. Hoover has called upon churches and Sunday Schools 
for co-operation in the production and conservation of food, 
we give the widést possible publicity to such charts, pam- 
phlets and other information as may be furnished us by 
the United States Food Administration Department of Co- —
